KELLY WOODS REPORT —

The willow tree at Community Park has been taken down and all cleaned up.
The new building at Heritage Park has the siding up.

New flags are needed at the disc golf course. The new basketis in (to replace the damaged one)
but still needsinstalled.

MARY ANN’S REPORT—

Seanand Joe (Public works director) did a walk through the new building with the contractor.
They were pleasantly surprised. The parking lot still needs proper grating so wateraccumulation
doesnotoccur.

Parks Committee will meet at the new building on Saturday, February 20™ at 9:00 to have a walk
through.

The upperbridge (closest to Devilbiss Bridge Road) at Heritage is unsafe. Itis estimated it would
cost @ $7500 to remove, replace and restructure the path. The Parks Committee will meeton
Saturday, February 20™ (afterthe building walk-through) with the Commissioners at the bridge
to discuss options.

POS money application has beensentout. This is due 5/1/21. Ideasforincoming money are to
replace the bridge, complete the path, a dog park, a pickleball court, update playground
equipment at Creamery Park, constructa pump track at Heritage, bike path to Frederick and
replace golf course equipment that has been damaged. Afterdiscussion, the Parks Committee
decided the top two requests would be to replace the bridge at Heritage Park and update
playground equipmentat Creamery Park.

Matt Coleman Scholarship Fund has @ $8500 in it and the family wishesto have the town use
this to purchase somethingforone of its’ parks. After discussion, it was decided playground
equipment at Creamery Park would be a long-lasting use of this money. Perhapsa plaque on
said equipment would be appropriate. The committee is asked to think of what would be a good
purchase.

Dog park discussion ensued. Seansees noissue with liability since the town already has
insurance coverage at the parks. Mary Ann has talked with severaltownsto get information.
This is still beingresearched.

Mark is requesting
Heritage Park be used as a water/snack/bathroom stop. It wassuggested thatthe gravel road to
the left of the manor house would be a suitable place. They will provide the tables, Porta Pots,
staffing, trash cans (will haul out trash) and whateverelse is necessary. There are fourlengths of
rides — 100 mile (goesthrough Gettysburg battlefield area), 65 mile, 34 mile and 14 mile. Insurance
information was provided. Patricia motioned to approve, David seconded and all approved.
